DETROIT, Dec. 7.—Accelerated production of defense 
materials as insurance against American involvement in war 
is being asked of the nation’s industrialists by National De­ 
fense Coordinator William S. Knudsen. 
Before a group of Detroit manufacturers, among them 
the presidents of three automotive companies and the pro­ 
duction chief of another, Knudsen last night urged “speed 
and more speed” in filling defense orders. 
“I’m no worrier,” he told a dinner of the Adcraft club 
of Detroit, “but I feel that if we can improve our setup, 
quantity and delivery of defense items, it would be the best 
insurance to keep us out of war. 
“The more prepared we are, the 
less liable to attack. It is our duty 
to show the world that we are all j 
that we claim we are.”

Tw enty years later G erm any was 
in position to renew its bld tor .supremacy. 
I t is unlikely th e new w ar will bring clean-cut 
victory. 
It carm ot end. however, until one side or 
th e other is unable to im agine a clean-cut victory. 
W hen th a t will happen no one possibly can know, 
not even the officials w ith the most inform ation.

It does n o t m an ­ 
ifest the sam e sym ptom s in child­ 
hood as .in adult life; th e sym p­ 
tom s in childhood may be so slight 
as ot be unnoticeable—p erhaps no 
m ore th a n underw eight and a n oc­ 
casional spell of low fever.

T he ideal thing would be to have

In 
th e kindergarten age only about I 
per cent of th e children react posi­ 
tively to the tuberculin test.

of active 
tuberculosis.

ages
